Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I wish  to  submit  for  your  information  the  Annual  Public  Health  Report 
for  your  Urban  District  for  tie  year  1966. 


As  in  previous  years  the  report  is  compiled  to  comply  with  Regulation 
15(5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  with  instructions 
contained  in  Circular  1 / 67  (Wales)  dated  2nd  January  1 9^7,  from  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health. 


General  Comment. 


was  an  uneventful  one  in  so  far  as  there  was  no  notification 
of  any  serious/Jiseases  and  the  low  incidence  rate  of  tuberoulosis  was  maintained. 

The  progress  of  slum  clearance  was  very  well  maintained  during  this  year  and  some 
90  dwellings  were  aotually  condemned  by  vray  of  clearance  areas  or  by  the  * indi vidual 
fit1  method.  In  addition  it  was  also  decided  that  'the  best  method  of  dealing  with 
the  50  Council  properties  in  the  Allgood  Avenue  Estate  was  by  phased  demolition 
over  a number  of  years.  The  50  prefabricated  bungalows  on  Heol-y-parc  had  all  been 
evacuated  by  the  end  of  this  year  except  seven  which  were  ejected  to  be  relieved 
early  in  19  67. 


As  usual,  some  startling  results,  from  a bacteriological  aspect,  were 
obtained  during  the  year  from  the  remaining  inadequately  treated  water  supplies  to 
the  town,  but  it  is  hoped  that  future  Annual  Reports  will  be  able  to  report  more 
favourably  in  this  regard. 


The  Public  Health  Inspector  A Cleansing  Officer,  K.F.  Weston,  left  the 
district  in  November  for  a more  senior  and  more  lucrative  posj;  in  public  cleansing 
in  another  district.  He  did  excellent  work  while  at  Blaenav on/will  be  difficult 
to  replace.  The  post  remained  vaoant  at  the  close  of  the  year.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


The  chest  clinic  for  this  district  continues  to  be  provided  at  the 
£ark  Buildings,  Pontypool,  which  is  quite  convenient.  This  clinic  is  open 
all  day  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  of  each  week  and  there  are  also  facilities 
for  X rays  at  Blaenavon  Hospital  which  the  Giiest  Physician  visits  if  required. 


There  was  one  death  assigned  to  n on-pulmonary  tuberculosis  during  the 'year. 
This  was  a post-mortem  diagnosis  in  a female  aged  52  years  who  died  from 
tuberculous^  meningitis  following  on  tuberculosis  of  the  urinary  tract.  There 


were  three  cases  (1  male  and  2 females)  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  and  one  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberoulosis  (a  male).  One  of 
the  female  pulmonary  cases  was  discovered  as  a result  of  a mass  radiography 
survey  at  a local  factory. 


The  position  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  in  this  district  is  quite 
satisfactory  and  the  yearly  incidence  figures  have  not  varied  significantly 
over  the  past  ten  years.
